•"/GENERALIZATIONS about price movements seem more and 
\J more misleading, says The Philadelphia Bulletin, as one 


pokes around a little beneath the surface. Thc general whole- 
sale index of all commodities in thc United States rose from a 
base line of 100 in 1913 to an Alpine height of 272 in May, 1920; 
from which it had declined to i-iS in January of im: in\..-.Cnt 
year. One dollar and forty-eight cents in January, 1922, would 
buy as much of all commodities as $2.72 in May, 1920, or $1 in 
1913."But no one buys a dollar's worth or two dollars' worth of 
all commodities, and still less does any one sell all commodities. 
What happens is that some prices go up more rapidly and fur- 
ther than others and some come down more rapidly and fur- 
ther than others. The extremes in February, 1922, were rub- 
ber, which was 18 per cent, of the J913 price, and tobacco, 
which was 325 per cent, of its 1913 price. Thc rubber dollar 
of 1913, that is to say. is now worth 18 cents, whereas the 
tobacco dollar is worth $3.25; the man who put his money in 
Brazilian rubber in 1913, expecting it to rise, has lost nearly all 
of it, whereas his brethren who put their money in tobacco with 
the same optimistic expectations are rolling in wealth.
